Kennedy  Tests  Support 
As  88th  Congress  Opens 


WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — The 
Democratic-controlled  88th  Con- 
gress opens  Wednesday  with 
President  Kennedy  apparently  as- 
sured of  victory  in  his  first  test 
of  strength — a battle  for  control 
of  the  powerful  House  Rules 
Committee. 

At  a pre-opening  party  caucus, 
House  Democrats  overwhelming- 
ly endorsed  the  President’s  re- 
quest that  the  committee  be  kept 
at  15  members.  This  would  assure 
the  administration  enough  votes 
to  block  any  committee  attempt 
to  pigeon  hole  Kennedy  legisla- 
tion. 

House  Republicans  were  set  to 
oppose  what  they  called  the 
President’s  attempt  to  “pack”  the 
committee.  But  with  some  defec- 
tions expected  on  both  sides,  a 
Kennedy  triumph  appeared  likely 
at  the  opening  day  showdown. 

The  test  was  scheduled  to 
come  shortly  after  Speaker  John 
W.  McCormack,  D.  Mass.,  gavells 
the  258  House  Democrats  and  176 
Republicans  to  order  at  noon. 

Democratic  leaders  predicted 
an  administration  victory  by  at 
least  10  votes — five  more  than  in 
a similar  1961  test. 

An  opening  day  rules  fight 
also  could  erupt  in  the  Senate 
where  the  67  Democrats  and  33 
Republicans  again  will  be  asked 
whether  they  want  to  change  Sen- 
ate rules  to  make  it  easier  to  cut 
off  filibusters.  But  indications 
were  this  battle  would  be  delayed 
until  after  the  President  delivers 
his  State  of  the  Union  Message, 
tentatively  set  for  Monday. 

The  President  returned  Tues- 
day from  a 19-day  Florida  stay 
for  a White  House  meeting  at 
which  leaders  of  both  parties 
were  briefed  on  the  1963  outlook, 
chiefly  in  the  foreign  affairs  and 
defense  fields. 

Participating  in  the  session 
were  Defense  Secretary  Robert  S. 


McNamara,  Secretary  of  State 
Dean  Rusk  and  John  A.  McCone, 
director  of  the  Central  Intelli- 
gence Agency. 

Tshombe 
Deserted 
By  Chiefs 

ELISABETHVILLE,  Katanga, 
The  Congo,  (UPI)  — President 
Moise  Tshombe’s  Katanga  regime 
appeared  to  be  collapsing  Tues- 
day. 

His  leading  tribal  chiefs  desert- 
ed him,  branded  him  as  a traitor 
and  asked  that  the  Central  Gov- 
ernment send  in  troops  to  crush 
his  forces. 

All  leading  tribal  chiefs  of 
South  Katanga,  including  Presi- 
dent Tshombe’s  father-in-law, 
have  pledged  allegiance  to  the 
Central  Congolese  Government, 
the  United  Nations  announced. 

In  a letter  to  Cyrille  Adoula, 
prime  minister  of  the  Leoplod- 
ville  government,  a copy  of  which 
was  sent  to  U.  N.  headquarters 
in  Elisabethville,  the  chiefs  urged 
that  troops  be  sent  to  the  main 
cities  of  Katanga  and  a new  au- 
thority be  formed  under  the  Leo- 
poldville regime. 

The  chiefs  charged  Tshombe’s 
soldiers  with  massacres  of  civil- 
ians and  said  that  Belgian  per- 
sonnel of  the  Union  Miniere  Du 
Haut  Katanga  and  Katangese 
mercenaries  were  destroying  the 
country’s  economic  apparatus.

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Director  McMurdie  Calls 
Choral  Work  ‘First  Love’

“I  guess  my  first  love  in  music 
is  choral  work,”  said  Maughan  W. 
McMurdie,  director  of  the  BYU 
Male  and  Women’s  choruses 
which  will  hold  their  annual  fall 
concert  Wednesday  at  8:15  p.m. 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Director  McMurdie  said  he  en- 
joys all  kinds  of  music  from 
classical  to  popular,  but  he  stress- 
ed that  the  popular  music  must 
be  done  well  to  be  worthwhile. 
He  stated  he  also  has  a great  love 
and  interest  in  the  genius  of  the 
Broadway  show. 

IN  FACT,  when  asked  about  his 
interests  and  hobbies,  the  conduc- 
tor replied,  “Music  is  just  about 
it.” 

Joining  the  BYU  music  faculty 
in  1959,  Director  McMurdie  first 
came  to  the  Y in  1957  on  a fellow- 
ship. He  was  director  of  the  Mad- 
rigal singers  from  1959-1960. 
Since  1960  he  has  been  director 
of  the  Male  and  Women’s  chor- 
uses. He  uses  his  own  arrange- 
ments for  many  of  the  choruses’ 
selections. 

Director  McMurdie,  born  in  Lo- 
gan in  1928,  is  a graduate  of  Utah 
State  University.  He  received  his 
B.S.  degree  in  music  education 
in  1954. 

BEFORE  coming  to  BYU,  Di- 
rector IMcMurdie  studied  piano 
and  voice  under  various  eminent 
instructors.  Some  of  his  teachers 
were  Dr.  Roy  Harris,  American 
composer,  and  his  wife  Johanna 
Harris,  concert  pianist;  Dr.  Wal- 
ter Welti,  a professor  at  USU; 
Laura  Bryant  of  Ithaca,  N.  Y. 

In  1955,  while  in  the  Air  Force, 
he  was  appointed  director  of  the 
Anchorage  Community  Chorus. 
He  initiated  a musical  festival  in 
which  Robert  Shaw,  American 
choral  conductor,  and  Dr.  Julius 
Herford  were  the  co-directors. 

‘The  summer  festival  has  now 
expanded  to  become  one  of  the 
outstanding  musical  events  of  the 
nation,”  said  Director  McMurdie. 

AFTER  returning  from  a mis- 
sion for  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  to 
Uruguay,  he  married  Dorothy 
Jepson  of  Provo  in  1952.  They 
have  three  children. 

Director  McMurdie  often  per- 
forms for  civic  functions  along 
with  his  wife,  who  is  a \'iohnist. 
Last  year  he  took  the  leadng  role 
in  the  Utah  Valley  Production  of 
Kismet.  It  was  a successful  mus- 
ical and  a fun  role  to  play,  he 
said. 
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Library  Shows 
Rare  Pieces 
Of  Indian  Art 

A display  of  rare  books,  folios 
of  paintings  and  photographs, 
and  other  materials  from  the 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  Collection  on 
the  American  Indian  is  receiving 
considerable  attention  in  the 
Memorial  Room  of  the  Clark  Li- 
brary. 

Highlighting  the  presentation 
are  several  rare  items  acquired  in 
recent  years  by  the  library  and 
added  to  the  Wilkinson  collec- 
tion. Foremost  of  these  items, 
taken  from  the  library  vault  in 
the  Special  Collections  depart- 
ment, is  the  ‘First  Folio  of 
Paintings  on  the  American  In- 
dians” by  George  Catlin  publish- 
ed in  1844.  The  action  scenes  in 
the  folio  are  of  a quality  seldom 
seen. 

OTHER  rare  items  are  the  20 
volume  set,  “North  American 
Indian”  plus  20  large  folios  of 
photos  taken  by  the  author,  E.  S. 
Curtis,  in  the  early  1900’s: 
“Sketches  in  North  America  and 
the  Oregon  Territory”  by  Capt. 
H.  Warre  in  1848;  ‘History  of 
U.  S.  Indian  Tribes”  by  Henry 
Schoolcraft,  1855;  and  “Views  of 
Ancient  Monuments  in  Central 
America,”  a folio  of  paintings  by 
F.  Catherwood  published  in 
1844. 

A,  special  feature  of  the  dis- 
play are  two  of  more  than  100 
bound  volumes  of  hearings  on  the 
Ute  Indian  lands  of  Colorado;  ev- 
idence introduced  in  the  “Ute  In- 
dians vs.  United  States  Court  of 
Claims”  from  the  personal  library 
of  Dr.  Wilkinson,  BYU  president. 
The  Utes  sought  redress  of  more 
than  four  million  acres  of  land. 
Their  case  was  prosecuted  by  Dr. 
Wilkinson  and  associates  over  an 
18-year  period.  Total  judgement 
awarded  to  the  Utes  was  $32  mil- 
lion.
